Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The proposed amendment has not been entered because new grounds of rejection would be 
necessitated if the amendment were entered. Claims 37 and 39 remain withdrawn from consideration, but 
upon rejoinder Claim 37 would be subject to a new ground of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, because there is no step for determining the effect of the agent. The claim only recites 
administration of therapeutic interventions to a mouse, which would not result in "screening" as recited in 
the preamble, since no determination is made with regard to the effect of the agent. A further rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, would be required because the claim is inconsistent in referring 
to "therapeutic agents" in the preamble and "therapeutic interventions" in the body of the claim. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

If entered, the proposed amendment would not overcome the rejection of record because several 
issues would remain. For example, Claim 40 is broader in scope than the scope of enablement as it 
covers mice having any phenotype whatsoever or no transgene-dependent phenotype. Claims 42 and 43 
continue to cover combination transgenics because the claims do not specify a breeding partner, as set 
forth in the rejection of record (page 4 of the Office Action mailed 1/29/07). If the proposed amendment 
were entered, several minor claim language issues would remain. Claims 1 and 27 should be amended to 
recite the definite article "the" rather than the indefinite article "a" before the two instances of "wild 
type." Furthermore, Claim 1 should be amended to recite "and" after neurofibrillary tangles, because the 
specification does not teach mice that develop one phenotype in the absence of the other two phenotypes. 
As noted above, the amendment has not been entered because new issues would be raised, as noted above, 
and therefore the claims are not in condition for allowance.
